Secoxp Report of the Commissioners appointed to exa- 
mine, take, and flate, the Punrie Accounts of the King- 
dom. 

| Sy rahe pow the line of enquiry marked out in owr Firft Report to 

the Legiflature, namely, an examination of the balances in the 
hands of thofe accountants who receive money from the fubjeét, to he 
paid into the Exchequer, that we might ouvif no office of receipt, and 
no receiver of the public revenue under that @efeription, we obtained 
from the office of the Auditor of the Exchequer, “ A lit of all the 
public offices where money is reccived for taxes or duties, and of the 
names of all perfons who are receivers of public money railed upon the 
fabjeét by taxes or duties, and who pay the fame into the Exchequer.” 

We have examined into the manner ia which the public revenue is 
collected, received, and paid into the Exchequer, ia all thefe ofiices, 
and by all thefe receivers. 

In the Cuttoms, the Receiver-General, William Mellih, Efq; cer- 
tified to us, ‘That, upon the roth of September la(t, there was in his 
hands, exclufive of the current weekly receipts of the duties of the 
Cuttoms, the fum of four thoufand four hundred and twelve pounds 
three fhillings and ten-pence ; which fum was the amount of certain 
colleétions tranfmitted to him cither from the plantations, or particu- 
lar out-ports ; and was to continue in his hands no longer than until 
the Comptroller-General, as to fome parts of it, andthe Commiffion- 
ers, as to other parts, (hould dire€&t under what heads of duties the fe- 
veral items, of which this fum was compounded, fhould be arranged, 
and paid into the Exchequer, or otherwife diipofed of. Mr Meiliih 
has informed us, that part of this fum has been fince paid by him, ac- 
cording to orders of the Commiianers and Comptroller-General ; and 
that the other parts thereof, amounting to three thoufand two hun- 
dred eighty-eight pounds fourteen Mhillings and eieven-pence farthing, 
was remaining in his hands the 20th inttant; this remainder, we are 
of opinion, the Commitfioners and Comptioller-General fhould, in 
their feveral departments, arrange, and the Receiver-General thould 
py according to fuch arrangement as fpecdi'y as poifible. 

By the examinations of Jofhua Powell, Efq; chi:f Clerk to the 
Comptroller-General, and of Mr Anthony Blinkhorn, Affiftant tothe 
Receiver-General, it appears, that the duties of the Cuftoms are col- 
leéted by officers, either in London or at the out-ports : In London, the 
chief ‘Teller every day receives them from the Colleétors, and pays 
them into the office of the Receiver-General; at the out-ports, the 
Colleétors remit their receipt by bills to tlhe Receiver-General, and are 
not permitted to retain in their hands above one hundred pounds, un- 
lefs for {peclal reafons, allowed of by the Commiflioners, and by the 
Lords of the ‘Treafury. The nett produce of every duty received in 
each week, is paid by the Recciver-Geneval it the following Week into 
the Exchequer. ; 

In the Excife, we find, from the examinations of George Lewis 
Scott, kfq; one of the Commiffionérs, and" of Richard Paton, E1q; 
Second General Accomptant, (both annexed to our firft report) that 
the Colle@tors retain in their hands no part of the duties they receive; 
and that the Receiver-General every week pays into the Exchequer 
the nett produce of this revenue, unle(s fome forefeen demands iv the 
following week made a refervation of any part of it neceffary. 

In the Stamp-oifice, we examined Mr James Dugdel:, Deputy Re- 
ceiver-General, and Mr John Lloyd, Firlt Clerk to the Comptroller 








dred fifty-eight pounds two fhillingsin his hands, upon the sth of Sep- 
tember laft. From his examination, and from thole of William Fau- 
quier, Efq; Accomptant-General in this office, and of Mr Willian 
Ward, Colletor of the Bye and Crofs-Road O-hce, it appears that this 
revenue ‘#paid into the office of the Receiver-General, either by cer- 
tain officers or colle€tors in London, (fome paying every other day, 
fome weekly, and fome quarterly, or by remittances in bills from the 
Poft-matters in the country) who do not keep the money they receive 
any confiderahle time in their hands. ‘The Colleétor of the Bye and 
Crofs-Road Office makes his payments to the Receiver-General quar- 
terly, and to the amount of about fifteen thoufand pounds each quar= 
ter. The Receiver-Gtneral pays into the Exchequer feven hundred 
pounds every week, purfuant to the act of the gth and toth of Queen 
Anne, chapter the roth, and the bafance in his hands he pays in eve- 
ry quarter, referving about five thoufand pounds to anfwer incidental 
verre from the Board, to pay falaries and other expences of the of 
vce, 

There are four branches of the revenue which are colle€ted, net uns 
der the direétion of Commiffioners, but by fingle perfons only; thefe 
are the Firft Fruits and the Tenths of the Clergy; and the deduétions 
of fixpence and of one hhilling in the pound out ef penfions, falaries, 
fees, and wages. 

We examined Edward.Malfo, Efq; the Receiver, and John Bacon 
Efg; the Depaty- Receiver, of the Firft Bruits, who informed as, that 
this revenue is reccived-from the Clergy, at the office in London; that” 
at the end of Oétober, or the beginning of November, in every year, 
this Receiver pays into the Exchequer the nett receipt of the preces. 
ding year, ending 31ft of December; and that the balance of this du- 
ty in his hands, upon the goth of November iaft, was four thoufand 
three hundred thirty-two pounds eight fhillings and eleven-pence thiee 
farthings. 

4. Chetter, Efq; the Receiver of the Tenths, being examined, 
we find that thefe payments become due from the clergy every Chrift- 
mas; that they ought to be made before the lait day of April follow- 
ing, and if they are not made before the 3tft of May, he delivers an 
account of the deiaulters into the Exchequer; that he reccives thefe 
payments, together with the arrears of former years, during the fol. 
lowing year, enling at Chriftmas, at which time he makes up his 
yearly account, and in the month of June or July after, he has, for 
the laft three years, paid into the Exchequer the nett receipt of the 
preceding year; and it appears, that apon the 2th of December lait, 
the fum in his haads was nine thoufand eight hundred‘ and ninety 
pounds and twoepence halfpenny. 

Both thefe dues from the clergy are granted in purfuance of the ad 
and 3d of Queen Anne, chapter rith, to the Corporation called “ The 
Governors of the Bounty of Queen Anne,” for the augmentation of 
the maintenance of the poor clergy. Thefe Governors ufually held 
their firlt meeting fome time in November every year, a thort time be- 
fore which it has been cuftomary for thefe receivers to make their pay- 
ments into the Exchequer. * 

‘Thomas A(tle, Ff; Receiver of the fix-penny duty, colleéts it from 
the officers and perfons charged cither quarterly, half-yearly, or year- 
ly, according to the practice of the officer or perfon he receives it from ¢ 
he has no {tated times for his payments into the Excheqner, except 
that in March or April, every year, he pays in the balance then ia” 
his hands, of his latt year’s collection. By his return to us, upon the 
16th of December laft, the fam of fix thou‘and eight hundred eighty- 
one pounds feven thillings and clevea-pence, was then remaining in 
his hands; but this fam, as he has fince informed us, he has paid 
into the Exchequer, together with the balance of his year's accompt, 
ending the sth initaot. 

Richard Carter, Efq; Receiver of the one hhilling duty, colle@s it 
from different offices, at different times: he ufually makes payments 
every quarter into the Exchequer, and once a-year pays in the balance. 
The fum in his hands, upon the 20th of October lait, was two thott- 
{and and fitty pounds fifteen ftillings and feven-pence ; and he has fince 
fignified to us, that he haspaid the fame into the Exchequer. 

The intention of that claufe in the aét, which direéts our firft in 
quires to the public money in the hands of accomptants is, that the 
public may the fooner avail themielves of the ufe of their own money : 
one of the indifpentible means of obtaining this end is, to accelerate 
the payments of the revenue into the Exchequer. 

Our of the revenue of the Poft Office, the a& of Queen Anne or- 
ders a payment of feven hundred pounds every week into the Exche- 
quer, and affigns as a reafon, “ the raifinga prefent fupply of monics 
** for carrying on the war, and other her Majefty’s moft neceffary oc- 
“ cations.’ The necefla-y oecafions of thefe times require payments 
as large and as frequent as can be made. It appears from an account 
of the nett produce of the revenues of the Poft Office, at the time of 
the a& of Qucen Anne paffed, and frem the accounts of the prefent 
weckly receipts of thefe revenues, and of the balances paid quarterly 
into the Exchequer, tranimitted to us from the Reeeiver General, that 
the revenues of this office are much increafed, and that the current 
weekly receipt will fupply a much larger payment than feven hundred 
pounds. We are therefore of opinion, that the method of paying the 
balance-every week into the Exchequer, eftablifhed in the . 
Excife, and other offices above-mentioned, fhould be ad opted in the 
Pott Office ; and that the Receiver General fhould every week pay the 
nett balance of his receipt into the Exchequer, referving in his hands 
no more than is neceflary to anfwer the current payments and expences 
of the office. 

It appears to be cuftomary for the Receiver of the Firft Fruits to 
detain in his hands the produce of the whole year, until eight or nine 











& fter that year is ended, befides receiving the current produce 

"a months; and for the Reétiver ofsthe"} caths co detain im his‘ 

hand®& for at leait a year, the whole ef this duty ‘réccived by him bee 
fore the 31 ft of May in each year (at which time he delivers a lit of 
the defaaiters i ito the Excheguer} befides receiving the current pre 
duce of the year. It appears Nkewile, ‘that the Reccivers of the Six-, 
penny and chilli ing duffes dowtter pay into the Erachargate the whole 
produce of thefe duties as they receive them. All tach detentions are, 
in our opinion, a difadvantage to the public,-and Hable to abnfe. 
‘These exiits no reaion why the paltic should aot shave the cuftody and 
ufe of public money, rather thah'a an individual, uv the fervice to 
which it is appropriseed, of whatever mature that fervice may be, calls 
for itsapplications ‘The public coffers are the fite repo‘itory for public 
money. 

One purpofe, among others, exprefied in the act that appoit its us 
is, that any defect in the prefent method of collect may 
be conedéted, and that a lefS expenfive one may be ¢ 
are exprefy directed. to report fuch sepulations, a 
thalh appear gx ecient to be eftablitbed, 
hereafter be received ia the mance the mott advant 
blic. 

We, therefore, in obedience thereto, think it our duty to fubjoin 
one obfcrvation, that has occuircd to us during the 
quiries. 

The land-tax, and the dutics arifing frem ftamps, falt, licentis to 
hawkeis and pedlars, and from haskney coaches and chairs, are under 
the management of five &parate and ditinet Boards of Commiffioners, 
coniifting of twenty-five in number : The amount of the greis produce 
of the laft four of thefe duties, by the rcturns made to our precepts, is 
eight hundred thirty-one thonfand ene hundred and twenty-fix pounds 
three fhillings and one penny threesfarthings; of the nett produce, 
feven hundred fixty thouiand -five hundred forty-cight pounds fifteen 
thillings and fix-pence. The time in which the Commifioners are 
ufvaily engaged in tran&dting the bulineds of theirteyeral offices is as 
follows: ‘Tike attendance of the Commiifioners ef the land-tax, at 
their office, is thrice a-week; of the Stamp-otlice, thiice a-week ; 

of the Salt-office, twice a-weck ; of Hawkers and Pedlars, once a-wecek ; 
of hackney coachesand chairs, once a-week. 

We are aware, that the comparative produce of diferent duties is 
not alone a crite:ign by which we may judge with precifion and cer- 
tainty of the time, trouble, expeace, and number of officers neceflary 
to be employed in the manayement of them; ‘to have formed an ac- 
curate and decifive opinion upon this point, it would have 
fary to have entered into an examiasation, which would have carried us 
too far from the object of cur prefent enquiry i ; but we are of opi nion, 
that the tinall produce of fome of theie duties, and the thort time in 
which each of thefe five Boards are able to tranfaét their bufinefs, are 
cireumitances which votcowy a {trong prefumption that fo many eita- 
blihhments are ret neveilary for the management cf thefe branches of 
the revenue, and which lay a reaf nable f inquiry, 
whether there inty not be formed a contoli 
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tothe Public. Lhis iuggettion we fulmir to the wildom of the 
Legiiature.
